Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the combination of 
Chen, Bracchitta et al and Wolf, Vol.2. 

The rejection is maintained as stated in the paper mailed 9/6/02 and as follows. 

The claims now require the first and second concave portions to have substantially the same 
depth. In the process of the combination the depths of the concave portions would be substantially the 
same according to the teachings of Chen. Bracchitta et al is relied on to suggest patterning the conductive 
layer 29 on the surface of the substrate to enable transistor (gate) formation. The additional teachings of 
Bracchitta et al related to STI formation do not negate those relied on. 

It is noted that the concave portion 1 0 of Chen in which the antifuse is fabricated has more than 
one portion, one of which is the same depth as the other concave portion 12, as recited, and a deeper 
portion. Either of the portions is seen to meet the recitation of claim 1 at least in view of the subjectivity 
associated with use of "substantially". Applicant has not provided guidance in the specification as originally 
filed to determine the intended scope of the term. MPEP 2173.05(b)(D).
